The recognition of the principle of 
protection in the tariff with special ref- 
erence to products of the soil is really 
nothing new in the South.

RAILROADS AS DEVELOPERS. 

W. C. Davis of MeRae, Ga., is con- 
vineced that the railroads and the people 
must prosper or suffer together, and he 
cites South Georgia as an object-lesson 
in illustration of what railroads do as

developers, He writes to the Atlanta 
Constitution: 
Many of the most prosperous towns in 


South Georgia were not on the map 20 years 
ago. Thousands and thousands of acres of 
the finest timber lands could be bought for 
$1 an acre and less. Not many years back 
lots of land containing 490 acres and 202% 
acres, with the finest virgin timber, were 
virtually given away. Old settlers tell of 
lots which were swapped for a shotgun, a 
horse, a yoke of oxen, or other comparative- 
ly insignificant considerations. At that time 
the timber was worth nothing for sawmill 
or turpentine purposes. There were no 
nearby markets and no way of transporta- 
tion. Land owners had no encouragement to 
farm except on the smallest scale. 

The country was sparsely settled, towns 
were few and far between, churches and 
schools were separated by long distances, 
religious and educatiqnal advantages were 
poor, and there were po inducements for the 





people of North and Middle Georgia to move 
to what is now the garden-spot of the State. 

Only a few years ago South Georgia was 
alluded to in ridicule. People reared above 
Macon considered the country below Macon 
too sickly to live in. They would joke about 
the “piney woods,” and the “wire grass,” 
and “razor-back hogs,” and imagined that 
the principal inhabitants were gophers and 
alligators. The land was thought to be too 
poor to sprout peas. 

All this has changed. The railroads came 
and opened up the country. The turpentine 
operators and sawmill men followed the rail- 
roads. Thousands of acres of fertile soil, no 
longer serviceable for turpentine and lum- 
ber purposes, were brought under cultiva- 
tion, and beautiful farms soon convinced the 
skeptical that South Georgia was God's 
country. People from all sections began to 
pour into this genial, sunny land, and today 
we are in the forefront on all lines—finan- 
cial, commercial, educational and religious. 

What made the present conditions possi 
ble? There is but one answer—the building 
of railroads. Lands that a few years ago 
sold for $1 an acre now sell for $10, $15, $20 
and $25 per without the timber, the 
most of which is gone. 

I have examined the Gazetteer, 
published in 1887—21 years ago—and find that 
towns and villages now on the 
Georgia Southern & Florida Railroad be 
tween Macon and Valdosta, and about 48 on 
the Seaboard between Savannah and the 
Georgia line to the west, and many more on 
the Atlantic Coast Line and on the Atlanta,

South Georgia’s experience is in mi- 
crocosm the experience of the South. 
The barest comparison of railroad ex- 
tension and the development of South- 
ern agriculture, manufacturing and 
commerce in the past 25 years would 
clearly indicate that fact.

SALARIES IN THE SOUTH. 

Basing her comments upon the expe- 
riences of her own son and daughter in 
the South and in other parts of the 
country to which they had moved, a 
Southern mother, discussing the MaNnvu- 
FACTURERS’ Recorp’s Call to exiled 
Southerners to return home, writes: 





The truth is, the young men of the South 
cannot live on the meager salaries, and the 
employers must pay more or get an inferior 
type of help. Young men do not dare to 
marry on these small salaries and entail 
want and suffering upon their innocent fami- 
lies. Then they go West, Northwest and to 
the Pacific coast, do well, fill important pos!- 
tions, and are a credit to the South, from 
which they came. While they love their 
sunny South, they still remember the grind- 
ing toil, the long hours and the poor pay, 
and remain where they are, with the oppor- 
tunities before them of a home in mature 
years and a happy life in a social way. 


The point made in this letter as to 
better salaries paid in other parts of 
the country is one that must be consid- 
ered by everybody interested in keeping 
the young workers at home. It is a nat- 
ural instinct that sends the bread- 
winner to a place where, all things else 
being equal, his work will have the best 
purchasing power, where the payment 
for it will give him the best opportunity 





to enjoy the good things of life. The 
comparative lack of such opportunity 
sent hundreds of thousands of young 
men from the South in the years i, 
mediately following the war and fed 
the outflowing streams long after coy 
ditions had become much better. For 
the outward impulse, to be sure, the 
glamour of distance has been partly 1 
Just as today thousands of 
Northwestern farmers are moving to 
ward the lands of Manitoba, to 
neglect of equal, if not better, oppor 
tunities in the South, and just as mon 
of the South are attracted from their 
own communities by glowing accounts 
of the richness of soils in other parts 
of the country, so young Southern wor! 
ers in the professions, in industry and 
in business are induced to go to dist: 
regions by the mere fact that 
returns offered are better than at home, 
without regard to the question of 1! 
difference in the cost of living or otly 
matters that should be taken into 
count.

Marvelous prophecy of two and a quarter centuries ago, this inspiration of Lasalle, 
written from here to a friend in France in 1682! “Cireago” (Che-ca-gou, as it had 
become in the Indian tongue by the time the Fort Dearborn settlers arrived, a century 
and a quarter later)—“Circago, I act !” 
fate, impossible of escape, for all who settle bere! Active, pushing, moving, these 


Predestination in the name and a foreordained 


people have ever been, till within the memory of men still alive there has been built up 
from nothing a city of only second size among those of this Union, and ranking prob- 
ably third among the cities of the world—a record without a parallel since history 
began. 

In Lasalle’s words, the typical Chicago man simply must be enterprising 
is not the Chicago type. Everywhere is this a fact so well recognized that even those 





any other 


of the extreme and conservative East pay tribute to the Chicago man. Nothing more 
eloquently descriptive nor more exactly true has been said of Chicago than a letter 
lately written by a resident of staid and conventional Baltimore contained : 

“The broad executive ability, the daring energy and the imaginative power of the 
people of Chicago are points worth bearing in mind,” the letter ran. “The drainage 
canal alone is worthy the work of an empire, not simply of one city. Into Chicago there 
have gathered many of the most brilliant geniuses of the age. They have caught a 
glimpse of the possibilities of this country. They have dared to plan commensurate 
with the potentialities of the whole land. Their work is an example for the South, for 
the whole country, in fact.” 

Because of the example for the South which the achievements here provide ; because 
nowhere has the value of organization, co-operation and eternal vigilance been more 
powerfully shown, and because the recent Deep Waterways Convention here has mark- 
edly opened the way for a closer commercial relationship between Chicago and all the 
South, there is here presented an attempted appraisement of the elements that have 
entered into the making of the Chicago of today, so that in this account there may, per- 
chance, be found some inspiration for greater and more vigorous and determined action 
by the people of the South, whose widely endowed and varied riches cannot be excelled 
by any country on the globe. When the people of the whole South have utilized their 
opportunities as have the people of this place, and when the same methods are applied 
in New Orleans as have been adopted in Chicago, the wealth production of the country 
tributary to New Orleans will be so marvelously enhanced and the facilities for taking 
care of an enormous commerce will be so extensively and scientifically developed that 
the seemingly wild dream of the occasional New Orleans enthusiast, about New Orleans 
becoming in time the great port of the United States and developing into a really impor- 
tant industrial center, may not prove to be merely idle fantasy in the end. 

While all the South, and all the country, too, may well study the story of how 
Chicago achieves, there would seem to be a special message for New Orleans in what 
Chicago has done. For no less a gate of empire is New Orleans than Chicago, and 
equally has nature decreed that a seat of commerce should be there. The great lakes 
made possible the Chicago of today. There is no intent in this to disparage the enor- 
mous part the railroads have played in the development of the place, for nothing could 
be more obvious; but the figures show that the lakes are carrying in ton mileage a com- 
merce equal to one-fourth of that of all the railroads in the United States, and the lake 
tonnage of Chicago is 34 times greater than the foreign tonnage of Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and Galveston combined. 

In the development of the interior country tributary to Chicago, the railroads have 
borne a vastly preponderating part. In every direction the 24 trunk lines of Chicago 
have flung out their arms to seize the territory and hold it for Chicago’s service, and 
trains made up in Chicago run solidly through to well-nigh every port on the Atlantic, 
the Pacific and the Gulf. It is not the fact that everything now finished marks the end of 
development in Chicago territory. Nothing could be further from the truth. But it 
is the fact that, compared with the South, the pioneering days are over here. In the 
Chicago territory the cheap lands are gone, and about every tillable acre is occupied 
and high-priced. Not only that, but almost the last of the swamp lands of Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota have been drained, and a condition 
of congestion brought about that has created a veritable craze among Chicago capital- 
ists and speculators for investment in the lands and securities of irrigation projects 
among the arid lands of the West. 

Compare this with conditions in the South, and with special reference to the prin- 
cipal water gateway of the South, New Orleans. While railway transportation facili- 
ties are not wholly inadequate, and trains made up at New Orleans likewise run 
through solidly to ports on the Atlantic, the Pacific and the lakes, yet Louisiana has 
but 4549 miles of railroad, while Illinois has 12,202. Not only is there an enormous 
area of unoccupied land throughout all the South, but reaching up to the very doors 
of New Orleans’ commercial houses there lie millions of acres of the richesf soil beneath 
the sun, unoccupied, undrained and unprized. Nowhere in the United States do agri- 
cultural products approach in value per acre cultivated to those of Louisiana, and 
where cultivation has been carried to anything like a full extent, as along a part of 
bayou Lafourche, a greater population per square mile is being supported than in any 
other farming community in this country. Yet less than 5,000,000 acres represent all 
the cultivated farm lands of Louisiana, out of a total area of 29,000,000 acres, and the 
people of Louisiana are lending scant aid to whatever efforts outsiders are making to 
reclaim and populate the unoccupied wastes of the State. 

The Chicago spirit, the spirit of those who are at the head of the organizations and 
are doing things, is to seize on to every opportunity to build up and develop. As one 








description has it, they here are like the people of the village when the fire-alarm 
sounds—everybody drops everything to run to the assistance of the neighbor imperiled. 
Trade extension, a public improvement, anything for the betterment of the community, 
is the rallying point of the organized force of the business world, and they come for 
ward on the run at the tocsin call. 

With such a spirit as this all things are possible. While the advantage of a loca 
tion on Chicago river and the lake may not be duplicated, yet what could not a daunt- 
less spirit and unflagging zeal do at any one of a half dozen Southern ports—and par 
ticularly at New Orleans? All the lake commerce of Chicago has been built up with a 
river harbor of a few miles long, until recently hardly 20 feet deep and scarcely over 
200 feet wide at any place, and spanned with bridges at nearly every block. Into the 
more than a mile wide open river at New Orleans ocean-going vessels tie up at a wharf 
with 60 feet of water, and across the bar ships of the heaviest draft afloat are now able 
to pass at full load. Within the harbor proper, the portion directly under the juris- 
diction of New Orleans, there is room for all the navies of the world to ride at anchor 
Truly, what may not be hoped for New Orleans when all the territory for 500 miles 
around is developed as it has been within 500 miles of Chicago, and when, in addition 
to the enormous development all the Mississippi valley will contain, there shall have 
been opened through the Panama canal a gateway from the Gulf ports to the commerce 
of the world? 

In this situation Chicago's farsighted vision has seen such possibilities of advantage 
that nothing short of water transportation with the ports of the world through the 
Mississippi, and the St. Lawrence as well, is the limit of her desires, and to the project 
of a deep waterway from the lakes to the Gulf she has not only given enthusiastic 
moral support, but the incalculable advantage of vast initial work on the enterprise 
itself. 

DRAINAGE CANAL, 

It may wel! be said that in undertaking the drainage canal Chicago has done a 
work worthy of an empire, and by nothing has the daring, the broad vision and the 
business ability of the Chicago people been better demonstrated. When Chicago was 
a village it seemed of little consequence that the sewage of the town flowed through the 
Chicago river into Lake Michigan, from which the city received its water supply. 
Increasing population changed conditions, till the vital statistics showed the deadly 
peril of the sewage contamination. For relief it was decreed that the face of nature 
should be changed and that the river which had emptied into the lake should flow 
toward the Mississippi and finally empty into the Gulf, instead of the Atlantic ocean, 
as heretofore. The city of Chicago has now spent $53,000,000 on this gigantic enter- 
prise, and has dug a canal 32 miles long, with a minimum depth of 22 feet and a mini- 
mum width of 160. Through this canal the waters of Lake Michigan flow via the Chi 
cago river and the drainage canal into the Desplaines river, near Joliet. The pollution 
of Chicago's water supply has ceased, and the death rate of Chicago has been reduced 
to one of the smallest among the cities in the land. 

The details of this work are interesting in the extreme, but only the outlines can 
be given here. Suffice it to say that the work was commenced in 1892 and finished in 
1900; that the drainage canal became a ship canal by the magnitude of the plans 
employed; that the city acquired 5500 acres of land along both sides of 30 miles of 
canal front, which it is proposed to develop for factory sites; that water-power is being 
utilized at the dams required, so that 40,000 electrically-generated horse-power is now, 
or will be, available for public use, and the State Legislature has passed a bill to submit 
to the voters of Illinois at the election in November a proposition to issue $20,000,000 
of bonds for the completion of the canal, for purposes of navigation, from the present 
terminus to and thence through the Illinois river to its junction with the Mississippi 
above St. Louis. 

In the construction of the canal 42,000,000 cubic yards of earth and stone were 
moved. Fifteen miles of the canal were cut through solid rock. Gigantie as this 
development is, without a parallel in the history of municipal enterprises, a feature of 
hardly inferior significance is the fact that Chicago business sagacity is making the 
undertaking an immensely valuable asset instead of leaving it a burden on the tax- 
payers. The conduct of the enterprise is in the hands of a sanitary district board, 
among the members of which are many of the brightest business men of Chicago, It 
was inevitable that they should endeavor to administer affairs on a business basis. 
They saw that whereas the canal was primarily designed for drainage purposes, it had, 
in fact, added 60 miles to the harbor front of Chicago, so they laid plans for the loca 
tion of factories along the canal. The Corn Products Refining Company has secured a 
site a few miles from the city ljmits, on which there is being erected steel and concrete 
buildings that will provide the occasion for a town of 10,000 people and that will 
involve an initial outlay by the company of $5,000,000. Negotiations are to be actively 
continued for the location of other industries all along the route. The electric power 
plant is already furnishing lights to the city for use in several of the parks, and by day 
it will be sold to plants requiring power. The rock taken from the canal, piled moun 
tain high along the banks, and previously considered an incumbrance, so that anyone 
who wished might help himself without cost, has been disposed of by contract on terms 
that will bring a revenue of more than $20,000,000 to the city. An income through 
leases of land and sale of lights and power is now being secured to the amount of 
$116,000 a year, and it is certain that not only will the enterprise earry itself ‘finan 
cially, but that there will be suwwien. suwuwe to proviae a sinking fund, and that ulti 
mately the undertaking will have cost the taxpayers nothing and will become a revenur 
producer to the extent of several. hundred thousand dollars every year 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Next to revolutions in power, unquestionably improved transportation facilities 
have been the prime and fundamental factor in the industrial and urban development 
that has made of the past century the greatest hundred years the world has ever seen 
Chicago's recognition of the tremendons importance of the Lakes-to-fhe-Gulf waterwn) 
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is indicative of her alertness in discovering the needs of a given situation and devising 
a remedy for the deficiencies of the present day. In lake transportation, boats, docks, 
loading facilities, ete., have been brought to the highest state of development known, 
and the railroads centering in Chicago have always been conspicuously in the advance 
in providing facilities for today’s business and in planning for the future. An illus- 
tration is afforded in the present plans of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad for 
the expenditure of $20,000,000 for a magnificent new terminal station and terminal 
facilities here—-work on which is being pushed with all possible speed. It took but a 
brief study of the situation to convince all the railroads entering Chicago that raised 
tracks are of economical advantage to the railroads as well as to the city, and within 
a short time there will be no grade crossings left in Chicago. In the attempt to make 
of the Lake Michigan shore line a beauty spot unparalleled in America an obstacle was 
found in the smoke and soot of the Illinois Central trains, and electrification of all the 
lines of that road entering the city will probably soon be brought about. Belt railroads 
and the diversion of through freight are means to relieve the traffic congestion which is 
an ever-present problem of all populous and developing centers, and the spreading out 
of factories along the line of the drainage canal is a logical and promising aid in the 
same direction. But with all that is being done, it is recognized that ingenuity and 
resources will be taxed to their utmost to provide for the development that is inevitable 
here, and that such relief as the deep waterway will afford is a necessity for the not 
distant future. 

In the city itself the problem is even more complex and difficult of solution. 'l'raffic, 
both passenger and freight, is enormously congested, and transportation facilities are 
constantly taxed to their utmost. Within the “loop,” which constitutes the principal 
shopping, financial, office and wholesale districts of Chicago, comprising some %» city 


blocks, and around which the loop of the elevated railroads of the city extends, there is 


probably a greater passenger and commerce traffic than in any similar area in the 


world. An admirable system of police supervision has greatly systematized the flow of 
traffic, resulting in the saving of from 7 to 15 minutes in the running time of surface 
car lines and in the more rapid delivery of freight, and a remarkably unique under- 
ground freight railway system has added facilities without which it would seem an 
impossibility to move the crowds and the ‘commerce. Nevertheless, the congestion is 
still so great that other relief is recognized as imperative in the early future, and a 
system of passenger subway lines is a proposition now receiving the earnest considera 
tion of the city authorities. 

In the freight subway, the project of the Chicago Tunnel Co., a most striking illus- 
tration is furnished of the genius and daring of Chicago business men. Save as it is 
found in the moving and hoisting of coal in a mine, which was the inspiration of the 


Chicago system, no precedent existed for the undertaking, and in the face of sage engi- 


neering counsel against the feasibility of the enterprise the promoters set sail on an 


unchartered sea. Today there are 60 miles of the road in operation at a minimum 
depth of 42 feet below the surface of the street, and so well has the practicability of the 
Ek. H. Harriman and J. Ogden Armour have identified

scheme been established that 
themselves in a leading way with the enterprise. 
already been expended on this gigantic and unprecedented work. 
motors and thousands of freight cars are now at work night and day assisting in the 
movement of Chicago’s commerce, and the operation of the road adds to the prestige 
of the Chicago name. 

In the construction of the tunnel an eliptical form of arch was employed, and con- 
crete was used throughout. Steel ribs and lagging were used in forming the concrete, 
and so thoroughly scientific were the methods employed that not a damage suit was 
brought for injury to any property, although in one instance the tunnel cut through 
50-foot piling, supporting an enormous building, which left the tunnel between the 
upper and the lower pertions of the severed piling. 

The tunnel bore is an average of 12 feet in height. The tunnel serves a number of 
the larger wholesale houses in the city, where a shaft with a hoist connects with the 
basement. There are also central stations, and connections, of course, with the several 
freight stations of the railroads. that New York hauls 
about 75,000 tons of freight through its streets daily, Philadelphia and Boston about 
The necessity for some such 


Statistics are to the effect 


65,000 tons each, while Chicago hauls 100,000 tons. 
relief as that provided here is furnished by these figures. 

A unique development of the enterprise is seen in its application to building pur- 
poses. Whenever a new building is to be constructed within the district the tunnel 
system covers the company will contract to run up a tube to the surface, and all the 
earth from the excavation may be thrown therein, whence it drops to cars beneath for 
disposal as rapidly as the excavators can supply it. Besides eliminating the expense 
of teams, thig method furthermore saves several weeks’ time in the work of excavating 
for a large building. 

Incidental to the construction of the tunnel, the earth and rock from the work was 
hauled to the lake front of Grant Park, where extensive reclamation work has been 
going on for a number of years. In this way 19 acres was filled to a depth of 42 feet 
without cost to the city—a work which would otherwise have meant an outlay of $600,- 
000, and the completion of Grant Park was furthermore advanced some four or five 
years. 

The tunnel is a monument to the sagacity and daring of Albert G. Wheeler of Chi- 
eago, the man who proposed and carried it out. Incidentally, it has lifted to fame an 
engineering contractor of Chicago named George W. Jackson, who was chief engineer 
of the enterprise, the most unique of its kind in the world. 

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Standing second to New York as the greatest manufacturing city on the continent, 
with annual products amounting to about $1,000,000,000 in value, there is organized 
effort being continuously made to secure the greatest possible further development along 
this line. Time was when the enormous packing-house interests here and the grain ele- 
vators were considered chiefly representative of Chicago’s industrial and commercial 
but while supremacy in these lines still remains with Chicago, there has 
As in the United States 


greatness ; 
been a tremendous expansion in well-nigh every other line. 
as a whole, food products lead the list, and in the aggregate represent in value about 
one-third the total for Chicago, but iron and steel plants, foundries, etc., make so great 
a showing that in connection with developments at Gary and other adjacent points 
there would seem to be foundation for the prediction that in course of time the Chicago 
district may become the greatest center of iron and steel manufacture in the United 


States and in the world. In the probability of such a prediction there must be reckoned

the power of momentum and the advantage of an early start. These advantages Chi- 
cago has, and, combined with Chicago push, it may require many years of most strenu- 
ous endeavor for even the most favored city of the South, with its iron ore, coal and 
limestone side by side, to approach within remote hailing distance of Chicago in the 
manufacture of products of iron and steel. The claim is made that the first steel rails 
for railway tracks made in the United States were rolled in Chicago, and that in the 
district more than 25 per cent. of the steel rails made in this country are rolled now 
This takes no account of the Gary plant, which when finished will have a capacity o! 
100,000 tons of steel. rails a month. 

It is known to all that Chicago is the home of the skyscraper, made possible by a 
Chicago builder’s application of the steel truss to building construction, and here th 
elevator was developed, without which no skyscraper could be tenanted. 

Here are headquarters and the largest plants of the International Harvester Co., 
whose machines have revolutionized methods of breadwinning throughout the world 
and rescued whole nations from threatened starvation. 

The Pullman emanated from Chicago, and here are also manufactured today many 
of the private cars that confer the greatest possible luxuriousness on travel. Stee! 
cars, ordinary cars, railway supplies, frogs, switches, etc., are also made here by leaders 
in their lines, and in factories the largest of their kind. Here originated the Scherze1 
rolling-lift bridge, 22 of which span the Chicago river, and others are in use all over 
the globe. 

Here is the largest steel structural warehouse in the world. 
One of the several piano 


A manufacturer o 
steel staircases has a 10-acre plant and employs 4000 men. 
factories here has 3200 names on the payroll, and this plant, the largest of its kind any 
where, covers some 15 acres of ground. Here is the home of the automatic telephone, 
and here was started the manufacture of apparatus for the independent telephon 
systems. Here is the enormous plant of the Western Electric Co., covering 50 acres 
and giving work to nearly 9000 hands. 

This is a great lumber market, and in addition to furniture made here, other furni 
ture comes to this central market, so that there are sales of furniture amounting to 
$35,000,000 or $40,000,000 a year. 

The claim is made that more woolen clothing by four to one and more cotton cloth 
ing by three to one is produced or distributed from Chicago than from any other mar 
ket on the continent. In men’s clothing, much of the higher grades of ready-made suits 
sold throughout the country are manufactured in Chicago, and a Chicago house was 
the first to advertise its products in the magazines of the land. 

One Chicago shoe factory claims to exceed in value of products the output of any 
other factory in the country by 50 per cent. There are numerous factories here—27, 
according to the United States Census of 1905—and Chicago claims that more shoes, 
of local and outside manufacture together, are sold out of Chicago than from any other 
place. 

This is a great millinery market, and Chicago-made millinery is sold as far east of 
here as New York. 

The Chicago house of Marshall Field & Co. now owns the lace works started by 
Two thousand hands are employed there in the 

The capacity is being increased and the plant 
at Elyria, Ohio, 


manufacture of laces and handkerchiefs. 
is 60 days behind on orders. Outside of a lace factory just starting 
as a branch of this plant, there is no other in the United States. 

In Chicago proper, according to the census bulletin of 1905, there were 8159 sepa- 
rate establishments engaged in the manufacture of 250 different kinds of products and 
employing nearly 250,000 wage-earners—more people than comprise the entire popula 
tion of a number of very important American cities. 

While in many lines Chicago’s industries have grown to be world giants of their 
kind, there are great numbers of small factories to be seen all through the manufac- 
turing districts, indicative of the germinating process that is regarded as essential to 
the continued growth of any industrial center. 

An important and vigorously conducted division of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce is devoted to the industrial development of the city. The work of this 
department is in charge of W. H. Manss, an expert in his line, a man who had a suc- 
cessful experience as industrial commissioner of a leading railroad, and whose enthu- 
siasm in his work is of the contagious kind. The efforts of the department are mainly 
along the lines of making all conditions favorable and aitractive to manufacturers; 
to holding trade fairs and industrial expositions in Chicago, and by the dissemination 
of literature and otherwise to give the widest publicity to the advantages Chicago pre- 
sents. As an illustration of the work undertaken, efforts are now being made to secure 
the location in Chicago of a wool warehouse and a wool exchange, which would result 
in making Chicago the central wool market of the country, as it is now the controlling 
market for corn and wheat. Incidental to this plan is the design to have woolen mills 
located here. With 25,000,000 yards of woolen cloth used in Chicago per annum in 
the manufacture of woolen goods, there are no woolen mills here. 

Another effort is in the direction of securing cotton mills, of which there are none 
nearer than Aurora, whose product of sheetings is all sold in Chicago. Wholesale job- 
bers here make the statement that they sell over 2,000,000,000 yards of sheetings 
annually, while cotton fabrics of every variety enter largely into the wholesale trade 
of Chicago. It is pointed out that labor conditions are settled here; that there is an 
abundance of satisfied labor for any line, and that the excellence of the labor market 
will attract fresh supplies as required. Thus the claim is made that in every kind of 
industry labor conditions, “facilities for cheaply assembling raw materials and for 
easily distributing the products in the direction of the greatest demand,” make this an 
inviting field for carrying on practically every kind of an industrial enterprise. 

Banking conditions are pointed to as another factor in the attractiveness of the 
place. With average deposits of about $700,000,000—one bank alone having $140,- 
000,000—there are banking accommodations available for industrial undertakings, new 
While no bonus or free-site offerings are made here, to be sure, there are sev- 


There are organizations which 


and old. 
eral ways in which aid is extended to new enterprises. 
will finance a sound enterprise, and there are companies that will build factories on a 
leasing arrangement. It is the province of the industrial commissioner to put at the 
disposal of applicants all the information and facilities at hand, and this and more he 
diligently performs. 

Conspicuous recent developments in manufacturing have been along the lines of 
materials entering into concrete construction and in the utilization of products of 


the Mississippi valley, The plant of the Corn Products Refining Company at the 
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new town of Argo, eight miles from the center of the city, on the drainage canal, will 
be the most important plant of that organization, and will extensively manufacture 
cereals, syrup, glucose, cellulose, oils and all by-products of corn. The location of this 
plant at the site selected, after an extensive examination of other locations the country 
over, is regarded as a promise that other industries will be attracted likewise, and that 
in time there will be a string of factories all along the canal. To bring this about all 
the Chicago vigor possible is being exercised, and co-operation with the efforts of the 
sanitary district board is being given by the organized energy of this place. 
THE TRUE CHICAGO SPIRIT. 

Nowhere is there a finer work being undertaken in behalf of any city than that of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce. Acquaintance with its spirit and its activities 
vives the outsider an entirely new conception of the real Chicago character. No one 
has ever questioned the enormous energy of Chicago, but the generally accepted view 
has been that Chicago is simply a driving, bustling center of materialism, intensely 
selfish, if not frankly wicked. Of any city where such an association as this is pos- 
sible nothing can be farther from the truth. Here is an organization of nearly 3000 
nembers, comprising the undisputed leaders in every line—commerce, banking, manu- 
facturing, transportation and the professions—marshalled unitedly under the banner. 
“The Chicago Association of Commerce aims to promote the greater development of 
Chicago’s commerce at home—abroad; a supreme respect for law and order, leading to 
. higher standard of municipal character through the organization of all concerned into 
in aggressive force.” And it is no perfunctory indorsement the members give to this 
creed, nor is their deyotion of an ephemeral kind. For four years the organization has 
been expanding from a membership of 90 the first year, and every day has seen its 
members grow in enthusiasm and in zeal. While it can hardly be possible that these 
Chicago business men are vastly unlike their fellows in other communities, yet they cer- 
tainly have hit upon a device for bringing out the best that is in each of them and 
welding it into an effective public force. There is inspiration in the work that they 
perform, and every city in the land would be benefited by an intimace study of the 
methods by which they work. Selfishness of the sordid sort is so far from the true 
description of the Chicago spirit of today that an exalted, practical altruism might 
more accurately be the terms employed. Like a well organized and well systematized 
business institution, with every member keyed to an enthusiastic pitch and as sensitive 
to the honor and welfare of Chicago as is the father of a family, the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce is doing its work in such a patriotic, loyal and zealous way that it 
has beconte the real guiding and directing force of Chicago's destinies, and is hardly 
less effective in the administration of municipal affairs than the men who fill the 
elective offices. 

There has been brought about such a civic awakening that co-operation is not only 
accorded, but freely offered by the municipal authorities, and all are working in har- 
mony for a greater and a better Chicago. At a dinner recently given by the Associa- 
tion—“Good-fellowship Rally No. 4,” it was called—a thousand leaders in Chicago 
affairs who were there testified to the spirit animating the organization when they 
gave the heartiest applause of the evening to those portions of the speeches which 
appealed to the higher motives—religion, good morals, good government, honesty and 
integrity in business and love of home and native land. As the editor of a religious 
weekly has commented, “the program of speaking might well have been under the 
auspices of a church union. It was all on the highest plane.” And a significant 
feature of the occasion was an impromptu speech by Chief Shippy, after being com- 
plimented on the work done by the Police Department in regulating street traffic, in 
which he pledged the hearty co-operation of his department at all times in the aims 
of the organization. 

Credit for the beginning of the new order of things here is given to A. M. Compton, 
a Chicago salesman, lately deceased, who seemed divinely appointed for the task of 
bringing together in one organization representatives of all the commercial interests 
of Chicago and infusing into the membership a high and pervasive purpose to work 
for a greater commercia) Chicago through making it a better Chicago. His appeals 
are described as seeming to have come from one inspired, and he lived to see his organ- 
ization grow to a thousand members and his ideas firmly established as the new ideals 
of Chicago. These ideas recognized that competition in modern economics is not of 
the individual but of the community, and that Chicago’s progress, therefore, depends 
upon the united efforts of her individual citizens, competitors and all, for the purpose 
of bettering and making more attractive the entire Chicago market. Also that the 
commercial and financial interests of this or any other city are dependent on its moral 
and municipal conditions. 

In accordance with these ideals, there is no individual competition when members 
appeal for a greater trade expansion for Chicago. Trade expansion excursions are 
taken to points South and West, clean to the Gulf, and even as far away as the Pacific 
coast, but on such trips salesmen book no orders and talk no house; simply the advan- 
tages of Chicago as a place to go for purchases. The result is a distinct broadening of 
Chicago as “the great central market,” and so beneficial is the work of the organization 
that members gladly give the services of themselves and their employes to the work and 
make liberal contributions to the funds of the association besides. The membership 
dues are $50 a year, but additional sums are paid as a gratuity in accordance with the 
business done in a year, and as much as $3500 has been paid by one institution. In 
addition, this same house has given in services the work of its salaried men to the value 
of at least $10,000 a year, and all the association members contribute, in time, services 
and money, a liberal amount. Furthermore, only experts are employed as heads of the 
various departments, so that in addition to all the services contributed by the members, 
there is a salary list of $40,000 a year for the paid men of the association. 

Nothing affecting the welfare of the community is outside the scope of the associa- 
tion’s efforts. Members from time to time make suggestions as to matters of legisla- 
tion, municipal action, physical well-being or moral welfare. These suggestions are 
considered by committees, then by larger committees or committee of the whole mem- 
bership, if sufficiently important, and if deemed feasible, are presented to the adminis- 
trative bodies of the city or State for their deliberation and action. With the aid and 
co-operation of the large number of lawyers, scientific experts and the various profes- 
sional and educational specialists who have membership in the association, it has been 
possible to make suggestions from time to time which have been freely adopted by the 
administration, and have helped in securing a larger and a better Chicago. Contrary 
to methods sometimes in vogue elsewhere, there is effort made along the lines of public 
conviction of the reasonableness or desirability of a given line of action, rather than an 





attempt to coerce by authority. Thus in working for an abatement of the smoke nuis- 
ance a campaign of education is followed, rather than prosecutions, and in putting into 
effect the new traffic regulations teamsters and employers were shown how it would be 
to their advantage to obey the law, instead of being threatened with arrest and punish- 
ment in case they disobeyed. While partisan politics in the narrow sense never can 
have a place in the activities of the association, measures for the greatest good of the 
greatest number always receive consideration and co-operation. Thus the association 
has taken up the problem of the purification of Lake Michigan by taking care of the 
sewage of the various cities on the shores of the lake, looking forward to uniform 
action in the four States bordering on the lake. Also the problem of street traffic, 
mounted police and transportation facilities; of the effective administration of law; 
of respect for the law and courts, and a number of other problems which every city has 
to face in its transition from the rural to the urbane. 

To add to the efficiency of the organization by providing a proper home a 14-story 
building is proposed, to cost not less than $700,000, four floors of which will be used 
for association purposes. 

Nothing is too practical and nothing too ideal to escape the consideration of the 
association. Thus the railroad department has compiled a complete shipping list, in 
co-operation with the railroads, by consulting which through car shipments may be 
accurately and expeditiously routed from Chicago to any point in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas or Virginia. Also the association is co-operating with St. Louis and Cincinnati 
for new railway rates on manufactured products from the middle West to the South, 
the present rates apparently being a survival of the days when agricultural products 
were the principal shipments from the West. 

And at the same time that all this is being done, the association is also co-operating 
with the Commercial Club and the various Park Boards on schemes for the beautifica

grounds. Idealistic to a degree are the plans being worked out in the office of D, H 
Burnham for the development of Grant Park and the lake front, where the new Field 
Museum is to stand. Mr. Burnham is also working on plans for the extension of 
Michigan avenue to a junction with lake shore drive; on a radial system of streets, 
with two or more additional outer circles of boulevards, and for systems to provide 
greater room for the city’s traffic and at the same time add immeasurably to the beauty 
of the city. With the new Chicago spirit it seems not unreasonable to expect that in 
course of time much that is proposed will be brought to pass, and when that is done 
Chicago will be world-famous for its beauty in every part. Already its boulevards are 
notably extensive and well devised; its parks are among the most attractive anywhere 
and its free playgrounds and clubhouses for the poor stand out pre-eminently as the 
finest development of the social betterment idea to be found in the world 

Desolated, bankrupt and prostrated by fire, Chicago was confronted with a situa 
tion hardly less appalling than that faced by the South when the war closed some six 
years before. _It was a materialistic fight for existence for many years thereafter. At 
last in her prosperity, Chicago is beginning to find herself, and now she is laying the 
foundations for the marvelous Chicago that is to be. Her rich men spend their money 
here. They give freely in the endowment of her institutions of art, music and learning, 
and for her libraries and churches. Their sons come out of college and go to work to 
fit themselves worthily to be their father’s successors, The psychological moment for 
a vast upward trend has arrived, and the spirit of the Association of Commerce is th:

To 
day many steam power plants are burning 
bituminous coal practically without smoke. 
This has been brought about by improving 
the design and details of the furnace and 
by careful attention on the part of the 
firemen.

Authorities on the subject of combus- 
tion and smoke prevention agree upon the 
following conditions as requirements for 
a smokeless furnace: Coal should be sup- 
plied to the furnace in small quantities at 
frequent intervals; air should be slightly 
in excess of theoretical amount required 
and be admitted principally through fuel 
bed, with an auxiliary supply (preferably 
highly pre-heated) over fuel bed to burn 
gases distilled from coal; temperature in 
furnace should be sufficiently high to ignite 
gases given off from fuel bed; there should 
be a fire-brick combustion chamber of suffi 
cient dimensions and so designed as to 


cause a thorough mixture of gases and air,

During the year, on application of Fort Worth & Denver Terminal Railway Com- 
pany, a revaluation of its property was made by the Texas Railroad Commission, upon 
the basis of which the issue by that company of $15.000 stock and $728,000 first mort 
gage bonds was authorized by the Commission in lieu of $200,000 stock and $200,000 
first mortgage bonds previously issued, which were cancelled. Of the new bonds so 
issued $300,000 were purchased by your Company and resold, the proceeds being 
invested in the purchase of the remaining outstanding shares of unstamped stock of 
Fort Worth & Denver City Railway Company. ‘The remainder of these bonds, $428, 
000, was received by Fort Worth & Denver City Railway Company in satisfaction of 
cash advances and for property transferred to the Terminal Company, including the 
securities cancelled as above, and are held as a free asset in the treasury of Fort 
Worth & Denver City Railway Company.

THE TRINITY & BRAZOS VALLEY RAILWAY. 


Full explanations concerning the construction and ownership of this line were 
made in the last two annual reports. The construction work in progress at the time 
of the last report has been prosecuted diligently, but, on account of unusual rains, 
progress was much slower than was hoped for a year ago. In consequence, it has 
been practicable to accept only a small part of the business available for this line, 
and the expenses of operation have been more than the revenue. At this w riting, 
however, the line from Dallas to Galveston is ready for a large business and the out- 
look for traffic from now on is most promising, particularly on account of excellent 
crop conditions in Texas and Oklahoma. Because of the circumstances above noted 
considerable sums have been advanced to cover the deficit in operations and for con- 
struction and improvement work, for which bonds have not been issued by the Trinity 
& Brazos Valley Railway Company. and these sums, together with unpaid interest, 
stand, on June 30, 1908, as a charge to the Trinity & Brazos Valley Railway Com- 
pany. The amounts so charged will be found stated on pages 18 and 25 of pamphlet 
report. Since January 1, 1908, the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company 
has, under the agreement mentioned in the last two annual reports, participated with 
your Company in making advances from time to time to meet reauirements of the 
Trinity & Brazos Valley Railway Company. For all the foregoing advances the Trin- 
ity & Brazos Valley Railway Company certificates of indebtedness are, under the 
agreement, issuable in favor of the companies respectively making such advances. 

Extensive and superior freight terminals at Galveston, acquired and constructed 
by Galveston Terminal Railway Company, for which advances have been made equally 
DY your Company and by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company, are 
now in satisfactory operation. The new freight terminals of the Houston Belt & 'Ter- 
minal Railway Company, also excellent in location and character of construction, for 
which advances have been made by your Company, the Rock Island Lines, the Santa 
Fe, the Frisco Lines and the St. Louis, Brownsville & Mexico Railway Company, will 
be in operation soon after the appearance of this report. On account of financial 








conditions the construction of new passenger terminals of the Houston Belt & Ter- 
minal Railway Company has been deferred and the passenger station of the Santa Fe 
at that point is still being used. Your Company and the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railway Company have jointly vested in ihe Trinity & Brazos Valley Railway 
Company one-fourth of the capital stock of Houston Belt & Terminal Railway Com- 
pany, and purpose, in the near future, to adopt a similar course with reference to 
practically the entire outstanding capital stock of Galveston Terminal Railway Com- 
pany. By this means the extensive and valuable terminals controlled through these 
terminal companies will, to the extent described herein, become assets of the Trinity 
& Brazos Valley Railway Company, and will further augment the value to your Com 
pany of its investment in that line. 


THE DENVER & INTERURBAN RAILROAD. 


This electric line, mentioned in last annual report, has been completed and its 
results are being included in statements of the operations of “Colorado & Southern 
Lines” since July 1, 1908. This adds 27.05 miles to the operated mileage of “Colorado 
& Southern Lines,” and, besides this, electric cars are operated over 24.27 miles of 
Colorado & Southern tracks already included in operated mileage. 


IMPROVEMENT WORK, 


Notwithstanding the disagreeable financial conditions which arose so unexpectedl) 
during the last year, nearly all of the improvement and construction work which was 
in progress has been continued. A detailed account of the amount charged to improv 
ment account for the year will be found on pages 22 and 23 of pamphlet report. Up 
to June 30, 1908, 28.52 miles of rock ballast and 110.15 miles of gravel ballast, a total 
of 138.67 miles, had been completed on your Fort Worth & Denver line \ few yea! 
well-maintained dirt road was sufficient for the business of that line, but in 10 





years its freight ton miles have increased 179 per cent. and passenger train mileage 
has increased 174 per cent. With continually increasing costs during that period for 
wages, ties and other items, your oflicials discovered, as officials of other lines have 
done, that almost the only offset which could be devised was the hauling of much 
larger trains, and this involved the purchase of heavier locomotives. During the last 
year there was a great deal of rain, which, together with the heavier trains, has made 
it impossible to maintain the unballasted track in satisfactory condition at all times. 
However, the ballasting is being continued with diligence, and it is expected that the 
whole line, which is in first-class condition otherwise, will be well ballasted by Jun 
30, 1910, and by December 31, 1910, the program adopted several years ago, unde 
which permanent bridges are being substituted for wooden bridges, will be completed, 
thus eliminating every wooden bridge on that line (GS per cent. having already been 
eliminated) except over the Canadian, the Red and the Pease rivers. Up to June 30, 
1908, $94,994.32 had been advanced to the Alvord Railroad, a piece of road about nine 
miles in length, which it was necessary to construct in order to reach the only satis 
factory stone quarry to be found adjacent to your Fort Worth & Denver line. Th 
amount charged to ballasting and bank widening on that line for the year was $324, 
229.42. Besides this, there was $25,011.02 charged to ballasting and bank widening 
on the Fort Collins district in Northern Colorado. There will be a similar amount 
expended on that district during the current year. The other large item in improve 
ment work for the last year is $254,490.02 for the building of a new line 7.41 miles in 
length between Louisville Junction and Semper, Colorado, just north of Denver. This 
line has a maximum grade of eight-tenths of 1 per cent., and is used for freight and 





passenger traffic moved by steam, while the old line alongside, which has a maximum 
grade of one and thirty-six-one-hundredths per cent., is used for the electric operations 
of the Denver & Interurban Company. 


BILLS PAYABLE, 


On account of the prosecution of improvement and construction work mentioned 
in the preceding sections of this report, your Company had created prior to June 30, 
1908, bills payable to the amount of $2,500,000, which have been paid off since that 
date. Your Company now has no floating debt. 


NEW EQUIPMENT. 


The changes in new equipment account during the year were not large, but are 
fully set forth on page 24 of pamphlet report. 

Besides the items enumerated therein, and in anticipation of a large traffic this 
fall and winter, 13 locomotives were purchased for your Fort Worth & Denver line, 
which have been delivered by the builders since the close of the year

EQUIPMENT REPLACEMENT. 


For many years it has been the practice of this company to replace, piece by piece, 
with modern engines and cars, all equipment which passed out of existence during 
each year. The entire cost of the new equipment, less the salvage in that passed out, 
was charged to operating expenses. As there has been a constant increase in size, 
efficiency and cost of engines and cars, the new equipment has been of much greater 
value than that which it replaced and the value of the eyuipment as a whole has been 
fully maintained. 

The orders promulgated by the Inter State Commerce Commission, with reference 
» accounts, forbid charging operating expenses with the excess cost of the new over 
the old equipment. In order to maintain the equipment on a basis similar to that 
which has heretofore existed, there has been set apart from the income of the year 
$1,046,963, which, added to the other available replacement funds, will provide for 
the replacement of all equipment out of existence at the end of the year and make 
good all depreciation. 


STANDARDS OF MAINTENANCE, 


rhe policy of improving the standards of maintenance has been strictly followed. 
rhe average weight of rail in main track is 75.61 pounds per yard, as against 74.77 
pounds last year. The average hauling capacity of lecomotives on level track has 
been increased from 4020 to 4096 tons, the average capacity of revenue freight cars 
from 36.22 to 37.69 tons. The average age of rails on all the main tracks is 9.50 
years, that of locomotives 12.32 years and that of revenue freight cars 6.93 years. 

All of the 1286 engines, the 861 passenger, mail and express cars, the 61,523 
freight cars and the 2466 work cars shown in the inventory are in existence, excepting 
13 locomotives, 21 passenger cars, and 1038 freight cars. Provision has been made 
to replace the vacant equipment during the ensuing year. 

In addition to the new equipment shown in Table No. 14, and charged to capital, 
there have also been bought or built during the year four locomotives and 1462 new 
freight cars, to replace old ones disposed of or destroyed. 

Passenger train equipment is all provided with air-brake appliances, and 97.75 
per cent. of the freight cars is likewise equipped.

The gross revenue during the year was $10,055 
or 4.2 per cent., over the previous year. The net revenue, after deducting expenses 
and taxes, was $400,910.46 less than the previous year. 

The decrease in net revenue was principally due to the increase in cost of material 
and supplies, especially coal, caused by the necessity of paying connecting lines’ tariff 
rates thereon, increase in per diem paid for use of other companies’ freight cars, and 
increase in wages paid. 

The surplus is stated without the payment of any interest on either the Second 
Mortgage bonds or the Land Grant Income bonds of the Louisville, New Orleans & 
Texas Railway Company, of which $9,104,000 and $10,000,000 are respectively 
outstanding. 

The mortgage given in 1886 to secure the Second Mortgage bonds provides that 
interest is only to be paid on them when it shall be earned, and so determined and 
declared by the board of directors, but that such interest shall be cumulative, and in 
case less than two and one-half per centum be paid in any half-year, the unpaid 
interest, with interest on such unpaid interest at the rate of five per centum per 
annum, shall be carried forward to the credit of the bonds for subsequent payment 
as such net earnings shall suffice for, or at the maturity of the bonds 

The Louisville, New Orleans & Texas Railway Company permitted the interest on 
these bonds to accumulate until the autumn of 1892, when that company was merged 
into The Yazoo & Mississippi Valley Railroad Company. Since then, in each of the 
fiscal years ended June 30, 1893, 1894, 1805, 1806, 1807, 1SOS, 1901, 1902 and 190%, 
payments ranging from $198,451 to $1,016,078.91 have been made on account of 
interest due thereon. The arrears of interest due and unpaid upon these bonds 
amounted on June 30, 1908, to $8,194,782.51
